Although the new. regulations governing 
postal traffic between Canada and tho Unit- 
ed States have been given a wide publicity 
through the pross,yet they appear to be but 
imperfectly understood, As they,are now 
in force, and itris important that as full a 
knowledge on the anbject as possible'should 
be obtained, Wo reproduce the text of the 
official circular, which we gaye soon. after

ing apparatus the general structure and tem- 
perature of these datk, unfathomed caves of 
the ocean have been very nearly determined. 
‘Thess submarine tests of the water at all 
depths from surface to bottom, it is said, con- 
firm the view of Commander Chimmo, an Eng- 
lish navigator, as to tho enclosure of these 
Eastern soas. According to this report of the 
eRe exploration they are, in fact, a 
chain ofsunken lakes or abyasal basins, girder- 
edand cut off from the neighboring waters by 
shallower rims or borders, The water, down 
to the level of the submarine rim, has an un- 
restricted circulation, and gradually cools 
with depth. But the entire mass of abyssal 
water, below the rim, locked off, as it were, 
from the general circulation, is of a uniform 
temperature, determined by that whioh 
wadheah over its enclosing rim. These deep 
sea partitions decidedly affect the flow of the 
icy cold Antarctic waters, which, in the pro- 
founder channels of the open Pacific, travel 
northward along the manne floor to temper 
the equatorial seas. The Challenger wnter 
affirms with confidence that tho soa cast of 
Torees Straits, although having ace 
depth of 2,450 fathoms, is now pro to be 
surreunded by an elevated rim haying no 
deoper water over any part of it than 1,300 
fathoms, and all tho water below having the 
steady temperature of thirty-five de, . 
The Celebes Sea, which is 2,000 fathoms deep,

Make warm a pint of new milk, 
but do not let it get hot ; stir into it three 
teaspoonsful of good yeast, and with this 
make up your dongh lightly, and knead it 
well. fixe your cake-tins with buttered 
paper, and put it in the dough ; let it re- 
main in a warm place to rise for an hour 
and a quarter, or more if necessary, 
then bake in a well-heated oven. 1 
quantity will make two moderately-sized 
cakes ; thus divided, they will take from 
an hour and a half to two hours baking.

Further Light on the Lepine 
Reprieve. 


The Ministerial press, anxious to defend 
the Government, are yeritably letting the 
eat out of the bag and telling more than it 
would have been safe to have allowed to 
806 day-light before the Local elections in 
Ontario took place. The Quebec press, 
particularly the Nouveau Monde and La 
Minerve, ave dissatisfied with the manner

were digging down to her rescue caused her 
intonse agony.

‘The figures of those who took'part in 
that little drama of my youth appear to me 
more vividly as the years pass by; and now 
that the 1 breath of the “ruler of the 
varied harpens the air and braces the 
relaxed nerves, I am polishing the ‘‘allsa 
stanes” for work in the Central Park, while 
memory has wafted me away to the pic- 
turesque waters of ‘Tulliallan. 

We were to play a neighboring parish a two 
rink match for our own glory and the benefit 
of the poor, a bow of meal having in the good 
old fashion been made the stake. [tia a pity, 
by the way, that in these hard times of misery 
and want, the same custom isnot in vogue here, 
Lhope yot to'see it introduced, were it only that 
the gaine might be transplated to American soil!

proposed Reciprocity Treaty with Canada, 
must have been received with a feel of 
satisfaction by every patriotic Canadian who 
iad looked int this question, ‘The “Treaty 
had no friends,” we were informed by"the 
Gram, which was what I termed *pip- 
er's news;" in other words, what was known 
before, So far as Canada Wax conterned 
every interest affected, protested a, inst 
the Treaty ; and not even tho strong ) 
foalty of the great bulk of the Liberal 
members in the Canadian Parliament w ould 
have induced them to vote for a measure, 
tho passage of which would hayo surely re- 
sulted in the loss of power by their party. 
Tho Premier, we venture to say, was not 
the most grief-stricken of the few who 
hewail tho death of Mr. Brown's unfortu- 
natebantling. Itremovedagreatatunmbling | 
block from his path, and in a manner 
which neither offended the Dictator nor af- 
fected his own position. The result to Mr. 
Brown, our “ amateur ambassador,’ must 
be mortifying in the extreme. When Sir 
Alexander Galt failed to secure a renewal 
of the Reciprocity Treaty in 1866, Mr. 
Brown declared that the negotiation failed 
because the negotiator was not acceptable 
to the United States Government. He 
also declared that the proposition for the 
renewal of the Treaty should not come | 
from the Canadian Government. Yet 
find him, so soon as his friends obtained 
power, begging, hat in hand for the 
renewal of reciprocity, and \ lobbying” 
at Washington to favorable | 
consideration for the measure which he, in 
conjunction with the British Minister, had 
drawn up. The unpopularity of the meas- 
ure was such that Mr, Brown must have 
felt that he was not quite so great a nego- 
tiator of treaties as he had supposed him- 
self tobe. I however, upon the Min- | 
istry, rather than upon Mr, Brown, that 
the responsibility should rest. They can- 
not shelter themselves behind the irrespon- 
sibility of their ambassador, and the coun- 
try will hold them toa strict account for 
their share in the transaction. They 
accepted the measure, and in the speech at | 
the opening of the last session of Parlia- | 
ment, made « grandiloquent reference to 
the negotiations then in progress. Now 
that the treaty is dead, they forbear refer. 
ring to it, because of its unpopularity, on 
the pretext that no official knowledge was 
had of its fate previous to the meeting of | 
the House, This can hardly be the case, 
when it was announced at the meeting of 
the Dominion Board of Trade a fortnight 
ago or more that the United States Senate 
wonld not pass the draft treaty. So small 
excuse may serve Mr. McKenzie, but it 
will not he accepted by the country at 
large. 

Mr. Brown's ambition has been gratified. 
He has tried his hand as an ‘amateur am- 
hassador'’—and has failed disastrously, His | 
mission has not been unattended with ex- | 
pense, and when the items are brought | 
down, we may expect to hear: something 
moro of the matter. The subject is one 
which will bear a good deal of inyestiga- 
tion, if the assertions of a prominent gen- 
tleman in the United States concerning the 
lobbying are true, and it is to be hoped that 
the House and country will be afforded the 
fullest explanations.

In the Bailar Valley, near 
Balaclaya, in tho Crimea, stands a walnut 
tree at least 1,000 years old. It yields an- 
nually from 80,000 to 100,000 nuts, and 
belongs to five Tartar families, Who share 
its produce equally. 
fo an observer at the North Pole the 
equinoctial would be a great circle in the 
heavens, exactly coincident with his hori- 
zon. ‘To an observer in 46 deg. north 
latitude the equinoctial would appear an 
arch in the heavens, 46 deg. ubove his 
horizon directly south, and coincidént with 
} his horizon at the east and west points. 
To an observer at the equator the equinoc- 
tial would appeara straight line, cutting 
the east and west points of the horizon, 
and passing through the zenith. 

The Moniteur Industriel Belge states that 
German manufacturers are purchasing the 
fish-bones gathered along the Norwegian 
shores which result from the extensive fish- 
curing stations there located. These bones 
make « fine fertilizer, and, when pulverized 
by suitable machinery at the points of collec- 
tion, are readily transported. . The same 
journal suggests the more extended utiliza- 
tion of the bones from the establishments 
at Newfoundland, and estimates the pro- 
ducts from American fisheries at twenty 
million pounds a year. 

A curious phenomenon frequently met 
with in the Indian Ocean, the real cause of 
which has not been ascertained, is the ex- 
istence off Malabar, and in certain spots 
along the Coromandel const, of vast mud 
banks, and of tracts of mud suspended in 
the sea, wherein many kinds of fish find 
abundance of food, immunity, from much 
disturbance in the surrounding element, 
and a place in which to breed. The exact 
cause of the existence of these lange tracts 
of seq wherein mud remains in solution is 
still a mystery, but at any rate the tracts 
are so smooth that, even during the height 
of the southwest monsoon, vessela can run 
for shelter into the'midst, and once there 
are as safe as when inside a breakwater, 

Many experiments haye been tried in 
Franco to test the effects of cold on railway 
axles. Many engineers suppose that acci- 
dents to wheels do not. result from any 
diminution of tenacity of the metal, but 
morely fromits losing all its clasticity, 
owing to tho frost hardening the surface of 
thé oarth. A fact which can be adduced 
asa atrong argument in favor of thattheory 
was observed by the inhabitants of Mont- 
martre during tho last period of frost, 
The passing of tho trains which run so 
froquently through the Patignolles tunnel 
at a distance of half amile was hoard by 
them day and night, which is neyer the 
caso in ordinary cironmatances, As soon 
as the thaw set in tho trains coased to bo 
heard ; the earth having resumed its for 
mer elasticity, the sounds were dissipated 
as before, It has boonobserved by French 
railway engineers that thaws ara apt to 
Jead to tho breaking of axles and, chains, 
The olasticity being only partial!

When this had been accomplished he 
(Mr, McD.) told him if. he must leave 7s 
country he must take away from tho Indidhs 
their guns, powder, clothes and every- 
thing which they had’ received from the 
white man; and that if he did in six months 
his whole tribe would haye ccased to exist. 
The chief withdrew his demands, having seen 
how great a blessing the presenco of the pale 
face had conferred upon him. Mr, McDougall 
related many experiences of his mode of deal- 
ing with the Indian of the plains, who is a 
much finer specimen of © ‘man tha the 
remnants left in Ontario, He questioned 
whether tho mounted police lately sent to that 
country would eyer “have got into it had the 
missionary nt preceeded them.

The “Know-Nothings.”

“Of all the valuable services rendered the 

Dominion by Sir John Macdonald's Goy- 
ernment, none, we think, will prove so 
valuable as those which resulted in the 
acquisition of the North-West. We are 
only beginning to know and appreciate the 
goodly heritage which has become our own. 
Those who have heard the Rey. Geo, Mac- 
dougall’s description of it, and he is very 
careful not to paint too brilliantly, must 
feel proud to know that such a country is 
a part of our Confederation. Rich in coal, 
iron, salt, gold, and other minerals ; with 
soil richer far than even Ontario possesses ;

Items from Thunder Bay. 


A correspondent of the Globe writing 
from Thunder Bay, on Jan. 22nd, sends 
the following items 

Wehave had no rain since the earl 


part of November, and don’t expect any 
until May. After New Year the weather 
became cold, the thermometer going down 
andeven 40 degrees below 
oay is frozen over, and it has 
frozen out even to Isle Royal—40 miles. 
We would rather haye the thermometer 
stand at 35° with no wind, thar 15° be- 
low zero with wind. 


We have dull times caused by the clos- 
ing of the mines in the fall for the winter, 
and there being but very little Govern- 
ment work going on, many'of the people 
are in straitened circumstances for want of 
employment. 

That there is mineral wealth on the 
north shore of this lake and about Thunder 
Bay there can be no reasonable doubt. It 
is a great pity that the mining’ interests 
should be injured and retarded by unprin- 
cipled men who want to become very rich 
without honest work and patient waiting. 

Silver Islet is doing well, and yigorous 
preparations are being, made for building a 
very large crushing’ mill next summer. 
Black Bay mine, thirty-five miles from 
here, is doing well, 

There are mines about Thunder Bay 
that should be worked this winter, but 
want of capital, of confiderice, disorganiza- 
tion of company, or something else causes 
delay. 

The statistics of the village show a total 
population of 776—males, 486 ; females, 
290, 

The people here are very anxious that 
the Manitoba and Thunder Bay Railroad 
should be built as-soon as possible, Our 
great West cannot-be settled and developed 
without it. Manitoba, 
beyond, must have”Lake Superior as an 
outlet andinlet. Thunder Bay is formed 
by nature to serve this purpose. The tim- 
ber lands through which the railpéad will 
pass will furnish Manitoba with lumberand 
building material. This railroad, when 
built can be worked, oven in.winter, much 
better than many suppose, as thereis much 
less snow on the line of country through 
many p! 
Here, at Thunder Bay

THE AMNESTY DEBATE. 


The debate on the amnesty question, 
which commenced on Thursday, the 11th 
inat., is probably the most important that 
has taken placo in the House of Commons 
since Confedoration, and in order to give 
our readers an impartial exposition of the 
views expressed by representative men on 
both sides of the House, we publish to-day 
tho opening speech of the Premier in intro- 
ducing his resolutions, which will be fol- 
lowed by the speeches of other inembers. 

The speech of Mr. Mackenzie we copy as 
reported in the Liberal. We need scarcely 
say it will be read with interest, and we 
might add, with indignation by nine-tenths 
of the people of Ontario, no matter -what 
their political creed may be. That Mr. 
Mackenzie, in view of his professions, and 
in view of the record he has made on this 
question, could so dishonor his manhood as 
to introduce these amnesty resolutions, is 
something so difficult of belief as to be 
hardly susceptible of explanation, and cer- 
tainly cannot be justified by any intelli- 
gent and right-thinking man.

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“HE BRITISH IRON TRADE. 


So long as we in Canada allow our own 
magnificent iron deposits to remain undevel- 
oped, we must continue to be customers of 
the mother country and as a consequence 
deeply interested in iron production in 
Great Britain. From a recent number of 
the Newoastle-upon-Tyno Daily Chronicle 
we gather the information that the produc- 
tion of iron in the Cleveland district (north 
of England), was, in spite of a protracted 
strike and other adverse influences, upwards 
of two millions of tons, or a greater quan- 
tity than was ever before produced in the same 
district. In Scotland the make fell from 
1,206,000 tons in 1870 to 806,000 in 1874, 
and it is a noticeable fact that the produc- 
tion last year was leas than that of any 
year siice 1854. Thus, whilst Scotland 
shows a decrease in her production of 400,- 
000 tons, the Cleveland district shows an 
increase of nearly 405,000 tons, In South 
Staffordshire the production is less than it 
was in 1850, whilst the consumption of pig 
iron in the mills and forges of that district 
exceeds the production of that commodity, 
At the present time there are only 86 blast 
furnaces in operation out of 169 built in 
South Staffordshire, while in South Wales 
-and Monmouth, of 196 furnaces available 
for use, but 102 were in operation, and the 
production of pig iron in 1874 was below 
that of either of the three preceding years. 
Linéolnshire and Northampton have in- 
croaséd their manufacturing capacity, there 
being now 13 furnaces in the former county 
and 16 in the latter, whilst in the North of 
England there are 155 furnaces.

The figures for 1874 have not yet been 
officially published, but there is reason to 
believe that they will show a still further 
decline in production, which it is expected 
will not reach more than 6,000,000 tons, 
while the value of the product has very 
considerably diminished. It may be inter- 
esting to note here that recent statistics col- 
lected for the Tron and Steel Institute show 
the total annual production of the world to 
be 14,885,488 tons (based chiefly.on dataof 
1872), so that the iron production of Great 
Britain closely approximates to that of all 
the rest of the world combined. The United 
States is, next to Great Britain, the largest 
producer, the production in 1873 having 
been 2,695,000 tons; Germany stands 
third, with a production of 1,664,802 tons ; 
whilst France produced 1,881,000 tons, 
The entire pig iron production of Asia is 
estimated at not more than 40,000, whilst 
that of Africa is set down at 20,000 tons 
per annum. ; 


The condition of the trade in finished 
iron shows improvement, several large firma 
having resumed operations after a tempo- 
rary suspension of business. Pig iron con- 
tinues to show a decrease in valuo, and it 
is expected to fall to 54 shillings for No, 3 
by the Ist of March. ‘These indications 
are all yery encouraging, as goir 
a satisfactory state of the: marke 
0 far as the consumer is con 

It will be noted that no refer 
in the above statistics to the pig iron pro 
duction of Canada, What it amounts to we 
are not aware ; but at any rate it is not very 
considerable. ‘The great difficulty in this 
country is that our iron ores, which con 
sist-of all descriptions, including the rich- 
eat and most desirablo,are generally so far 
removed from the fuel neceasary for their 
reduction that the mines can only be pro- 
fitably worked in one way, The one thing 
wanting is the railway, by which the ore 
can be conveyed to nayigation, whore coal 
would be cheaply brought, and tho ores 
there smelted and manufactured. Such is 
the necessity of our situation. To haul 
iron ore over the ordinary ls of the 
country, orto draw coal to the mines are 
alike impossible; but to bring, by means 
of arailway, the ore to the place where 
coal can be had is a matter casy of atts 
ment by means of a Railway, ‘The mining

Butter as Affected by Salt. 


now 


Tn the manufacture of butter, as discuss- 
ed byMossrs, Hawly, Stone & Blodgett, the 
same ground was taken by each and well 
maintained, that the faults in the quality 
and keeping of butterare thoresult of errors 
in the care of milk and making the butter, 
and that keeping or not keeping is not due 
tosalt, at least to the degree charged. Thoy 
maintained that when milk is derived from 
healthy cows, properly cared for, and set 
in clean vessels in pure air, where it will 
absorb no odor or taints, and the cream 
churned as soon as the first distinct acidity 
is developed, it will keepaboutas well with- 
ont salt as with it; that the perishable in- 
clination of butter, which appears so com- 
mon, comes from souring the milk or cream 
too much, exposing it to foul air, cooling 
the milk too suddenly or too soon; churn- 
ing improperly, so that the grain of the 
butter or a part of it is worn out and mado 
salyy ;imperfect separation of the butter- 
milk ; overworking and packing in improper 
packages, or in good packages not properly 
prepared ; that where these faults exist, 
salt, however good, cannot prevent the 
spoiling of the butter; that butter well 
made will keep longer without any salt, 
than faulty butter will with it ; that salt,as 
used in butter, should only bo regarded as 
n agent for flavoring, and notas a means 
of preserving, since even the highest quan- 
tity used will but little retard the dec 
position which is due to any particular 
treatment in the manufacture, the discus. |,

Tho Daily News says thata ‘man 
would travel far without seeing a finer 
forehead and middle-piece’’ (than Mr Hill's 
ox) “andhe had no difficulty in beating 
the heifer shown by the Queen.” ~ Bell's 
Weekly Messenger says that the ‘* young 
steers were only middling; but Mr. Hill's 
ox carried as much meat as we have seen 
for some time in the same compass.”

THE BUDGET. 


Mr, Cartwright made his second budget 

speech on thé 16th,and it may be said of his 

effort in brief, that it differs but little 

in manner from his first attempt in the 

samo line, only in boing a little: leas sar- 

donic and more hopeful of the future than 

last Ho was obliged to acknowledge 

that his prognostications of a deficit last 

not well founded, as thero was 

ty a surplus of $888,000 on that 

year’s transactions, At considerable length 

his negotiation of the four millions sterling 
loan in London, which, at the rate of 90 
per cent, at which it was negotiated, re- 

alized the gross sum of about nineteen and 
a half millions of dollars, and the net pro- 
ceeds a little over seventeen and a half 
millions. With a portion of this sum 
he proposed to pay off ten millions 
of our indebtedness, Under his administra- 
tion, the public debt had been increased by 
$182,345, Mr, Cartwright does not pur- 
pose to make any change in the present 
high rate of taxation, notwithstanding that 
we had a surplus from the lower rate ob- 
tained under the lighter duties imposed by 
Mr, Tilley and Sir Francis Hincks. It cer- 
tainly is rather anomalous to behold the 
Finance Minister of a Free Trade Govern- 
ment piling on taxation, whereas the policy 
of the Conservatives was to reduce the 
rates generally, imposing the duties in such 
A manner as to incidentally afford protec- 
tion’ to manufacturers. Mr, Cart- 
wright's speech was of much less than the 
usual length and fell rather flat upon the 
House, there being no savings to report— 
but instead an increased expenditure. 

Dr, Tupper followed in a powerful speech, 
in which he proved conclusively that the 
Finance Minister's prediction of a defi- 
cit was entirely wrong. Mr, Cartwright, 
by ® change in his system of book-keeping, 
had endeayored to deceive the House and 
country as to the amount of the surplus, 
and he did it in thia wise > Meretofore 
“Premium and Discount” had been in- 
cluded in the consolidated fund, but this 
year it is taken out of its proper position. 
The sum acerning from this source is not 
less than $384,327); which would make the 
surplus $1,273,103. Then there is a 
sum of $546,625 in connection with the 
Nova Scotia and Now Brunswick Railways, 
which should properly haye been charged to 
capital account, but which, with a view of 
deceiving, is included in current expendi- 
ture, From this, howeyer, should be de- 
ducted $96,512, discount on loans, which 
should be credited to Mr. Cartwright, thus 
leaving the true surplus for last year $1,- 
723,216. But from this Mr, Cartwright 
claims there should be deducted the increas- 
ed amount of revenue derived from the 
two and a half months’ operation of the 
new tariff, and the amount in excess of 
nominal returns caused by the withdrawal 
of goods from bond in anticipation of the 
operation of the higher tariff. The only 
calculations which the friends of the Gov- 
ornment would probably be prepared to. 
accept on these points are those supplied 
by a Government newspaper and by Mr. 
Brunel, Deputy of the Inland Revenue 
Department. The former authority gives 
the receipts under Mr, Cartwright’s tariff 
at $546,000; and the latter considers that 
the collections had been forestalled to the 
extent of $526,611, Grant this, and there 
still remains a surplus of, in round num- 
bers, $650,000. 

Thus is shown the falsity of Mr, Cart- 
wright’s dnpatriotic assertion” that our 
trade could not be expected to incréase, 
but rather to fall off for some years to 
come, It is plain that our present Finance 
Minister either cannot or will not. under- 
stand that he lives in a country which is 
progressing in material prosperity, and that 
our trade ix conducted in as safe and as 
cautious a manner as that of any other 
country, ‘The fact seems to be that he has 
made ill-omened predictions for such a 
length of time that he half believes what 
he says. In spite of his gloomy views of 
our resources—of hia attempt to cry down 
our credit, the country has prospered, and 
will continue to do so, long after the once 
honored name of Cartwright—dishonored 
in tho person of the Binance Minister— 
shall have been forgotten, or referred to 
only as « monument of incapacity

Care of Young Calves. 


— a pees 1. 
Farmers should raise enough of the 
best calves, or calvesifrom their best cows, 
tokeep tkeir stook fullyups Endeavor to 
get good strains of blood into the herd by 
using a thoroughbred bull. Neyer use a 
half or quarter-blood bull if it id possible to 
obtain a full-blood.. A cow-before calvin; 
should be placed in a warm, dry box stall 
for the comfort of the cow and the calf. 
The practice of allowing a cow to have a 
calf while confined in the stanchions cannot 
he too strongly deprecated. yen if it is 
not desirablejto raise the calf,it is unneces- 
sary cruelty to keep the cow confined. The 
practice is doubly unnecessary and cruel 
when the calf isto be raised. If the calf 
comes early inthe night, it is apt to lie 
prostrate in water and filth until morning, 
when itis chilled through, and no matter 
how fine ncalf it might have been, it is’ a 
mercy to kill it. Therefore, presuming 
that the cow is ina comfortable and con- 
venient place, as soon as possible after tho 
calf comes it should be rubbed perfectly 
dry. Too many precautions cannot be 
taken to prevent the calf from become ehill- 
ed, andit is more apt to become chilled 
while wet. The calf should be fed,as soon 
as posnible after birth, milk freshly drawn 
from its mother, and should have the whole 
of its mother's milk for, at least, a week or 
ton days before it receives any’ skiznmod 
milk. The changé-from new to skimmed 
milk should be gradual. Begin by mixing 
# little pkimmod milk with the new milk. 
Foed rogularly three times! w day ull the 
calf will take. Koepin a clean, dry pen; 
welllitterod with plenty of clean straw to 
inure cleanliness and good health. Re- 
meraber that if you Might the calf now, 
aes it becomes a cow it will slight you.

be compelled to adopt such a 
tem by the operation of the law 
which is now before Parliament, We say 
compelled to adopt, because every one who 
knows anything of the newspaper publish- 
ing business is aware that no one could 


sys- 


publish a newspaper, pay postage on it, and 
at the same time furnish ft to his subserib- 
ers on terms of credit. Why, under such 
asystem the more papers the publisher 
furnished to subscribers the worse he would 
bo off Take, for instance, a paper with a 
circulation of 1,500 copies weekly, the cost 
to the publisher of mailing his edition 
would be at least 8100 per annum, and in 
the case of a daily circulating say 500 
copies through the mails, the cost would 
reach from $175 to 8200. Thus, the pub- 


lisher would be compelled, in order to re- | 


imburse himself for this large outlay, to 
impose an additional amount on every man's 
subscription and to enforce strict payment 
in advance, Now, this adyance payment 
would lose to the local paper many desir- 
able subscribers, and an additional number 
would be alienated by the charge for post- 
lige. 
previously; but they did so in small sums, 
and consequently did not miss the money. 
From these causes, the local press would 
suffer to a large extent. 


There is another cause from which they 
would suffer still more largely, however, 
and that would be the competition which 
this law forces them into with the metro- 
politan journals in their respective pro- 
vinces. It is not to be denied that the pa 
pers printed in the cities contain a much 
greater quantity of reading matter than the 
ordinary country newspaper. The facilities 
of the city establishments are of a very su- 
perior kind, and the production of the pa- 
pers issued therefrom is attended with 
much less expense, comparatively, than 
that of the town or village 
Many patrons of the latter, who prefer 
quantity before quality, but who patronize 
their local paper when not called upon to 
pay cash in advance, would, under the cir- 
cumstances, as altered by Mr, McDonald's

A drain was conatructed 
on Hotel Street, and another very foul one on 
Front Street from Mr. Corby’s buildings to 
Wallbridge’s corner, was cleaned under my 
own supervision, whereby two dangerous and 
offensive nuisances were abated, while the 
carcases of several dogs and horses were ré- 
moved from the streets and buried, 


During several months I rarely sat down to 
breakfast, dinner or supper, without being 
disturbed by one or more persons coming to 
make complaints against their neighbors, many 
of which v of the most’ frivolous, 
some of a very spiteful character; but they 
all had to be attended to. During the year 
the Board held over twenty meetings, and 
sent in three reports,which were read, adopt- 
ed “unanimously,” and quietly shelved. Mr. 
Sutherland is in error in saying that former 
Boards ‘‘did little and got little for it ;” he 
should have said they did a great deal of 
work, and got very little for it, If Mr. 
Sutherland and his colleagues of the Council 
had paid more attention to the reports of 
“former Boards,” and tried to put some of 
tho recommendations they conveyed’ into 
practice, it would have been more ia accord- 
ance with their “duty” than casting an un- 
merited stigma upon gentlemen who have 
performed a very unpleasant ‘‘duty” honestly 
and ata great personal sacrifice. 

But, Sir, the best joke of the whole is, Dr. 
Dorland endorsing Mr, Harold's remarks, and 
thereby joining in the condemnation of his 
former associates. In 1873, when the mem- 
bers of the Board were inspecting the yards on 
Front Street, Dr. Dorlandspent half-an-hour 
onthe first day in the in#pection; he then 
excused himself on the ground of having a 
nt to see, went away, and never rejoined 
During the whole year, he made 
only one report to the Board, and that was on 
a family he was attending professionally. He 
attended five meetings of the Board, and 
wrote two letters to the newspapers, and that 
was all he did for hia $25, If he does no 
more this year, he may well afford to serve 
without either salary or ‘‘ bonus!” 

Of myself I have only to say that on being 
re-appointed for 1874, I declined to accept the 
appointment, for I felt that I could not, in 
justice to my family and my other employers, 
devote to the discharge of its duties the time 
and attention necessary for their proper aud 
effective fulfilment, and I have further to say 
that I would not undertake @¢ do the same 
amount of work as in 1878 for ten times $25 
or $250 a year. 

In conclusion, [have toheartily thank MrGeo, 
FE: Henderson, for the candid and manly man- 
ner in which he spoke in my vindication, andy 
to say to him, and to all, that the same com- 
mendation must be extended to those gentle- 
men of the Board of 1873, by whom my 
humble endeayors to secure for the town & 
clean bill of health werd ably and assiduously 
viz., Drs, Burdett and Tracy and

A PANIC-STRICKEN CONGRECATION 


Several Persons Killed and Many 
Others Injured,

New York, Fe' 
This evening, shortly after seven o'clock, 
the congregation of St. Andrew's Church, on 
Dean Street, corner of City Hall Place, wero 
assembled at vespers, which were being cole- 
brated by the Rey. Dr. Carroll, of St. 
Stephen's Church, The church was well fill- 
ed, the congregation for the most part con- 
sisting of women and ghildren, Adjoining 
the church are the bare walls of Shaw's 
crockery store, which was burned a few days 
ago, 

The high wind which prevailed, with the 
heavy rain atorm, battered against these un- 
protected walls, aud about eight o'cl 
shortly after, the west wall gave way under 
tho immense strain on it, and werlt crashing
